6 Gandhi supporters 
killed in new violence 


*£ New Iran government 
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TEHRAN, Dec. 22 (.Agen- 
cies ) — The justice ministry 
announced Friday it would re- 
view the cases of all 200 con- 
victed political prisoners re- 
maining in Iranian jails, as 
politicians said sociology pro- 
fessor Ghoiam Hossein Sadiqi 
was making significant progress 
in his attempt to form a re- 
conciliation government that 
would help bring peace to 
Iran. 

“Things are going so weH 
right now that we could have 
a government within the next 
few days,” said one politician 
close to Sadiqi. 

Although most of those ap- 
proached by Sadiqi with offers 
of positions in his proposed 
cabinet have turned him down, 
politicians said opposition lea- 
ders had adopted a “wait and 
see” attitude toward the Shah’s 
old political foe and were ready 
-to support him if he stuck to 
his avowed constitutional prin- 
ciples. 

In agreeing to atiempi the 
formation of a new govern- 
ment, Sadiqi, 73. demanded and 
received assurances that the 
Sbab would not interfere in the 
affairs of the government and 
•would permit a reorganization - 
of the Savak secret police. 

Sadiqi is reported to have 
also received assurances that 
the cabinet would have a final 
say on the Iranian military 
budget. 

In an attempt to defuse wide- 
spread criticism of the regime, 
the justice ministry hinted it. 
would free all convicted poli- 
tical prisoners once their cases 
had been reviewed. 

Some 3300 political prison- 
ers have been released from 
Iranian jails thus far this year 
in amnesties ordered by the 
Shah. 

The ministry also said it 
would introduce a bill in par- 


liament calling for the records 
of all freed political prisoners 
to be wiped dean. 

Under current regulations, 
persons convicted of political 
crimes are barred from hold- 
ing many kinds of jobs, part:- 
cularly in the public sector. 

Schools open today 
Meanwhile. Tehran’s secon- 
dary schools, closed for six 
weeks, were to reopen Satur- 
day. 

But martial law authorities 
warned «hat if secondary 
schools became embroiled in 
future violence against the 
Shah, campuses would close 
and students would lose an 
entire academic year. 

The school year in Iran runs 
from October to June. 

The decision to reopen the 
schools was seen as further 
evidence of a relaxation of 
tensions in the capital. 

Tehran and 1 1 other Iranian 
cities remain under a 9 p.m. 
to 5 ajn. curfew and demons- 
trations have been banned.

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VIENNA, Dec. 22 (Agen- 
cies) — All Jaidah, the former

100,000 Sa udis benefit from house loans

DHAHRAN, Dec. 22 — 
Over 100,000 private citizens 
from 100 towns have received 
loans from the Real Estate 
Development Fund . to build 
their own homes in the last 
three years. Dr. Saleh Ai-Malik 
deputy minister of municipal 
and rural affairs, said Thurs- 
day. 

In addition, the REDF has 
granted about 1,000 investment 
loans to Saudi entrepreneurs for 
hotels, apartment buildings and 
tight construction, said Dr. AF 
Malik, who is a member of 
the REDF board. 

Dr. Al-Malik was in Dhah- 
ran to deliver a keynote ad- 
dress at the international con- 
ference in Housing Problems 
in Developing Countries, which, 
ended at the University of 
Petroleum and Minerals Friday. 

(Governor of the Eastern 
Province Prince Abdul Mohsen 
ibn Jiluwi Friday afternoon re- 
ceived the delegates, SPA re- 
ported.) 

■Later, in an interview with 
“Arab News", the deputy min- 
ister said that the first instal- 
ments to fall due to the REDF. 
founded in 1975, were being 


repaid on schedule. 

The government charges no 
interest on the 25-year loans, 
which now range from maxi- 
mums of SRI 00,000 to SR 
300,000, depending on the city 
where the home is to be

The REDF has determined 
the maximum for each city 
based on local costs of man- 
power, materials and other

REDF does not intervene in 
regulating rents for homes or 
apartment buildings, even 
though they were built with 
government loans. Neverthe- 
less, the government is, “taking 
this problem seriously.'

Outskirts 

Dr. Al-Malik said many peo- 
ple 'who want to build houses 
now go the outskirts where 
they can be granted land by 
the municipalities, but there is 
such demand that it is diffi- 
cult to keep pace with infra- 
structure requirements. Some- 
times there is a lag, he said, 
“between getting land, getting 
a loan, and getting the basic 
needs of your life." 

In the Kingdom. unlike 
some countries, basic facilities 
are not the responsibility of 
.the municipality. Preparing an 
area for house-building may 
involve separate ministries, in- 
cluding Industry and Electri- 
city, Telecommunications, Ag- 
riculture and Water and others. 

In the face of the eagerness 
of private Saudi citizens to 
build their own housing, the 
delay in adequately prepared 
sites is a “huge and very 


acute problem." the deputy 
minister said 

Migrations 

Dr. Al-Malik said municipa- 
lities shared a target to curb 
the massive migrations into 
the cities from the countryside 
and small desert villages, and 
other ministries were taking 
equal part in the effort. The 
Ministries of Education, and 
Higher Education, for example, 
have established six junior col- 
leges in different towns and 
universities were opening local 
chapters or campuses. In an 
effort to bring municipal ser- 
vices to rural areas, the Minis-

Sadat wants US. to sign

CAIRO, Dec, 22 (R>— Pro- 
si dent Anwar Sadat has said 
he wants the United States to!

(he Suez Canal. 

He told a political raBy 
that he would call on the 
Egyptian People's Assembly 
(parliament) to pass a resolu- 
tion asking the US. to sign 
the neutrality treaty, the 1888 
Convention of Constantinople.

It inherited 
the responsibility from the 
government which signed the 
1888 treaty along with France, 
Britain, Germany, Austria-

Sadat said he wanted the 
US. included as an expression 
of gratitude to President Gar- 
ter. “I want to show Garter 
that manners, principles and 
values are worth it", he said 
Egyptian Foreign Ministry 
officials refused to elaborate, 
saying Sadat's statement was

TEHRAN 

It js only at night now that 
Tehran looks like a city under 
siege. In daylight hours,- life 
in the Iranian capital is rapid- 
ly returning to its normal fran- 
tic pace; with speeding automo- 
bile drivers creating more dan- 
go: than a continued smatter- 
ing of demonstrations against 
the Shah. 

After four months of vio- 
lence that has killed some 200 
persons in this city of 4± mil- 
lion, opponents and supporters 
of the Shah have suddenly 
paused in their street protests 
and fi ghting 

Officials dose to the Shah 
say the relative quiet shows that 
time is on the monarch's side 
and that a political way will 
be found out of this winter 
days’ chaos. But a close aide 
to Dr. Karim Sandjabi, the 
leader of political opposition 
to the Shah, said Friday, ‘T 
think people are waiting for 
some results after voting with 
their feet (in demonstrations) 
last week.” 

“Iranian people are very 
patient, but their patience is 
not for another two months or 
even a oouple of weeks," the 
aide claimed at Sandjabi’s 
headquarters at his luxurious 
viUa near the Royal Palace. 

When the nightly Tehran 
curfew begins at 9 p-m., all 
'streets empty and only army 
'patrols are visible. The soldiers, 
;many of them young, man ob- 
servation posts throughout the 


city with orders to arrest any- 
one found wandering. The few 
private cars authorized -to tra- 
vel at night drive at a snail’s 
pace, inside lights illuminating 
their occupants, to avoid creat- 
ing suspicion among the troops. 

Restaurants and night spots 
have suffered heavily from the 
curfew. The Tehran Intercon- 
tinental Hotel has shut two of 
its four restaurants, and mana- 
ger Gary Hoagland (of Port- 
land, Oregon) said its restau- 
rants are losing SI 2.000 a night 
in revenue. 

Even if there were ne cur- 
few, crowds on downtown 
streets would be limited be- 
cause scores of the city’s movie 
theaters were torched in anti- 
Shah rioting as symbols of 
Western penetration of Iran 
that many demonstrators 
oppose. 

Sweeping strikes have ended 
for the moment, and most 
stores are open. The Tehran 
Bazaar, previously a center of 
anti-Shah violence, and high 
schools, another center of re- 
sistance, were expected to re- 
open Saturday. 

Feverish political activity con- 
tinued Friday aimed at form- 
ing a new civilian government 
to replace the military admin- 
istration of Gen. Gholamreza 
Azhari. At the home of Sand- 
jabi, 71, who has refused offers 
to enter the new government, 
young aides manned telephones, 
typewriters and photocopying 
equipment, turning out anti- 
Shab tracts and coordinating 
opposition efforts. — CAP) 


Latin American lesson

JLONDON — 

Britain is preparing to help 
Argentina with big new arms 
sales as it moves nearer to 
the verge of war with Chile 
over Piet on, Nueva and Len- 
nox, three remote islands near 
Cape Horn. 

Brig. Orlando Agosti, the 
Argentine air force chief, ar- 
rives in London this week 
with a massive shopping-fat, 
\ part of a big effort to build 

up Argentina’s forces. Britain 
is particularly interested in 
selling jet trainers. These 
easy-to-fly aircraft could swift- 
ly be put into operational ser- 
vice with relatively inexper- 
ienced pilots. 

Argentina has for the past 
months also been taking deli- 
very . of a number of French 
Mystere jets bought second- 
hand from Israel. The British 
calculation is that the more 
dependent Argentina becomes 
on British weapons, the less 
danger there would be of Ar- 
gentine intervention- in - die 
Falkland Islands. 

Britain is afready supplying 
- a flotiHa of ultra-modern des- 
troyers and frigates to the Ar- 
gentine navy. One of these 
missle-equipped vessels. Her- 
cules, delivered last year, rs 
thought to be on station near 
the islands which are occupied 
.by Chile but claimed by Ar- 
gentina. 

A former British aircraft 
carrier in Argentina service Is 
also believed to be deployed 
near Cape Horn, though the 
. Argentines have had difficul- 
ty m using it property. Be- 
cause Argentine pilots have 


not mastered the techniques of 
flying on and off moving ves- 
sels, the carrier has had to 
anchor before its aircraft can 
take off or land. 

Tension between Argentina 
and Chile increased very con- 
siderably last week. Attempts 
to recruit King Juan Carlos of 
Spain and the Pope as media- 
tors have failed and President 
Carter is making strong last- 
minute bids to defuse the si- 
tuation. 

Many Argentine officers 
fed that they have a golden 
opportunity to “teach the Chi- 
leans a lesson" as the Pino- 
chet regime ■ is diplomatically 
isolated and faces a boycott of 
its goods by trade unionists 
throughout the Western hemis- 
phere which is due to start on 
Jan. !. The boycott could halt 
much of Chile’s foreign trade 
and make imports of weapons 

extremely difficult. 

Chile, however, has made 
one small breakthrough. It 
■has persuaded the Indian gov- 
era meat to overhaul the jet 
engines of its Hawker Hunter 
fighters. Work on engine over- 
hauls for the Chilean aircraft 
at a RoBs-Royce plant in 
Scotland has long been “blac- 
ked” by British unions. 

Some diplomatic sources fore- 
cast that Argentina wifi make

Near miss for Callaghan

LONDON — 

The first salvoes in Britain’s 
forthcoming general election 
are already being fired. The 
Labor government's maximum 
five-year term does not expire 
until next. October, but few 
believe at Westminster that 
James Callaghan's minority 
government will be able to sur- 
vive that long. 

One indication of i«s pro- 
bable lifespan came recently 
when Callaghan faced a criti- 
cal vote In the House of Com- 
mons on his incomes restraint 
policies. Asa result of a hand- 
ful of abstentions by his own 
back-benchers — the govern- 
ment was defeated, though it 
partially recovered from this 
Wow by winning a vote of 
confidence the following night. 

The vary precariousness of 
the parliamentary situation 
means, however, that all the 
parties are busily engaged in 
contingency planning for an 
election at any time. Tho fa- 
vored dates at present are at 
the end of March or the be- 
ginning of April, bid the deci- 
sion, unless he is beaten on a 
future vote of confidence in 
the House of Commons, be- 
longs solely to the prime mi- 
nister. 

Last week Callaghan chaired 
a crucial joint meeting between 
the cabinet and representatives 
of Labor’s National Executive 
Committee to thrash out the 
shape * of the party’s . election 
manifesto. 


A tough fight ties ahead, for 
Callag han is determined not to 
be saddled with a program that 
he believes would lose him the 
election. The Left wing of the 
party is equally determined 
not to go into an election be- 
hind a moderate or conserva- 
tive-leaning manifesto. 

Political in-fighting in Bri- 
tain is traditionally conducted 
by leak and counter-leak. And 
this year’s bottle for the soul 
of (he Labor Party is no ex- 
ception. Recently draft propo- 
sals drawn up by Labor’s Na- 
tional Executive Home Policy 
Commfctee chaired by Tony 
Benn, the secretary for energy 
and a left-wing thorn in the 
pr im e minister's flank, were 
published in the Communist 
Party daily newspaper, the 
“Morning Star". 

They contained, among 
other left-wing nostrums, the 
abolition of the House of 
Lords, the introduction of a 
wealth tax for all personal 
wealth over £150,000 ($300,000) 
and a major extension of pub- 
lic ownership in North Sea oil, 
construction, road haulage, in 
addition to a new state bank 
and direction of pension funds 
investment. 

The more controversial of 
these proposals, particularly the 
new nationalization plans, have 
little chance of getting into the 
final Labor manifesto if Cal- 
laghan has his way. But they 
provided splendid scare head- 
lines for the Conservative press, 
and useful ammunition for 
Conservatives in parliament. 


The Conservative leader, 
Mrs. Margaret Thatcher, is not 
without her own problems in 
the run-up to an election. Her 
party is still sharply divided 
over its attitude to incomes po- 
licies. 

The Right is determined to 
rdy almost exclusively on con- 
trol of the money supply to 
fight inflation while most other 
sections of the party believe 
that monetarism is not enough 
and will have to be buttressed 
by general agreement wkh the 
unions on pay and inflation 
prospects in order to avoid a 
bloody confrontation with or- 
ganized labor. 

The Conservatives are also 
split about the role the state 
should play in encouraging in- 
dustrial development. The Jo- 
sephiies, as they are known 
after their mentor, Sir Keith 
Joseph. Mrs. Thatcher’s spokes- 
man on industry, hanker after 
a society in which market for- 
ces are the sole arbiter. 

But ibis purist view of the 
market has little appeal to ma- 
ny moderate Tories who be- 
lieve that laissez-faire libera- 
lism has little to do with go- 
vernment in the late 20th cen- 
tury- 

Mrs. Thatcher’s personal ins- 
tincts are undoubtedly to the 
Right of hw party, but like 
f>Haghan she knows that Bri- 
tish elections are won by par- 
ties of the center. As the days 
to an election rick away, this 
middle ground is bound to get 
more crowded. (OFNS)

The row over postponed 
arras deliveries threatens to fur- 
ther embitter relations between 
Syria and the Soviet Union.

Syrian Foreign Ministry offi- 
cials speak of “a storm in a 
teacup'' and “differences 
among friends’', but other Sy- 
rians talk of a widespread an- 
ger directed against the Soviet 
Union. They say the United 
States already has a psycholo- 
gical edge over the Soviet 
Union in Syria and one day 
Moscow could lose its few re- 
maining friends in the Arab 
world- 

The origins of the Soviet- 
Syrian row are connected with 
a visit to Moscow last Octo- 
ber by President Assad. During 
that visit. President Leonid 
Brezhnev assured his Syrian 
guest he would do everything 
possible to restore a strategic 
equilibrium between Syria and 
the re-equipped Israeli armed 
forces. 

The Soviet leader, who re- 
portedly offered to supply Sy. 
ria with the latest MiG aircraft 
and T-72 tanks, also asked for 
a high-powered Syrian military 
delegation to follow Assad and 
work, out the details of Soviet 
military assistance. 

Accounts vary as to what 
happened when Maj. Gen. Hi- 
kxnat Shahabi, the Syrian chief 
of staff , did visit Moscow ear- 
lier this month. According to 
one source, Shahabi was told 
by his hosts that the weapons 
agreed upon in October would 
have to be discussed on some 
other occasion. 

“Naturally, General Shahabi 


flew back to Damascus,** says 
the Syrian Minuter of infor- 
mation, Ahmad Iskandar. “He 
was not empowered to discuss 
any other bilateral issues in 
Moscow.”

World economy outlook 


By George Short 

LONDON — The world eco- 
nomy has had a rough time this 
past year and 1978 doses with 
more trouble ahead, threatening 
the way of life taken for gran- 
ted by the richer nations and 
making survival difficult for 
millions of poor. 

The dollar plunged during 
the year to it* lowest-ever levels 
and received a further knock 
when oil exporting countries an- 
nounced they would raise prices 
for the comirfg year. 

Thus the nations will have to 
live wrth more expensive Cud. 
And the diificulty remains of 
maintaining a solid and reliable 
form of iniemauanal money 
with winch countries and com- 
panies can trade across fron- 
tiers. 

Another stiff r.se m lending 
rates in the United States, tigh- 
tening credit and making dol- 
lars more attractive to foreign 
holdeis, helped the American 
currency recently. 

But there are fears that she 
squeezing of credit, to curb in- 
flation and strengthen the cur- 
rency, may depress industrial 
and business activity too much 
and cause a slump. 

Figures published in late De- 
cember showed, that the growth 
of the American economy slow- 
ed sharply in the third quarter 
of 1978, adding to the fears of 
recession next year despite as- 
surances from the White House. 

Behind these immedaato 
troubles, lie two basic prob- 
lems which have been gloomily, 
with us for several years, ap- 


parently so intractable that they 
resemhle a familiar disease for 
-which torne is no known cure

from the industrial slump con- 
ditions of the eaiiy 1970s, with 
its accompanying high unem- 
ployment, 

— And the curse of inflation, 
the tendency for paces to rise, 
causing workers to warn more 
wages and business planners to 
act upon toe assumption that 
equipment and labor will cost 
mane in the future while gov- 
ernment s are pressing to print 
more money which has dimin- 
ishing value. 

The world's leaders, politi- 
cians and economists have res- 
ponded to these problems by 
holding intensive negotiations 
and summit meetings, after 
winch toe usual Wand com- 
muniques are isaxd.

The price of competition in American society

TOKYO — The great whal- 
ing days for Japan and the So- 
viet Union appear to be near- 
ly over following a tense two- 
day meeting in Tokyo that 
produced a victory for the con- 
servation lobby. 

Despite strong resistance 
from Japan and the Soviet 
Union, non-whaling member 
nations of the International 
Whaling Commission (IWC) 
won a further cut in next year’s 
quota for Isperm whales in the 
northern Pacific. 

The 17-nation meeting set a 
quota of 3,800 sperm whales 
to be shared by Moscow and 
Tokyo, which was 41 per cent 
lower than the previous quota 
of 6,444. 

The meeting was held after 
an annual iWC conference in- 
London last June faded to 
agree on a figure following, 
strong resistance from Japan. 

Bui the quota set at the 
Tokyo meeting, held at Japan's 
request was far below a ten- 
tative figure of 4,6^4 proposed 
in London. 

The London meeting, marred 
by an tj- whaling demonstrators, 
agreed however, on other catch 
fimits in the northern Pacific, 
the Atlantic and seas in the 
southern hemisphere for the 
new season. * hey too were cut, 
but only by five per cent. 

Ominous signs for whaling 
nations, especially the two big^ 
gest — Japan and the Soviet 
Union — were seen in state- 
ments after the iokyu meeting. 

Richard Frank, iWC com-' 
mssflioner for Lbe United Sta- 
ples, described the meeting as a- 


“tog conservation victory." 

“fhe progressive reduction 
in' quotas is encouraging. Pro- 
gress in me iWC to achieve a 
-total moratorium on whaling 
- is not as fast as we would tike, 
but the commission is continu- 
ing to move in the right direc- 
tion by reducing quotas and 
thus providing better protection 
ot the great whales." 

The other statement was 
from ■ British IWC secretary 
Ray GambdJ, who said he 
believed the days of large 
scale whaling operations, which 
flourished in the 1930s’ have 


japan and lbe Soviet Union, 
widen take 75 per cem of the 
annual world whale catch, have 
beea forced this year to redti-. 
ce their whaling fleets to two’ 
from three. 

Japan, however, also has 
seven land stations for offi- 
suore operations. 

Operations of four other' 
whaliug member nations of the 
iWC — Brazil, Iceland, Den- 
mark add Norway — are land 
based, while Australia recently 
dosed down its sole whaling 
firm. 

IWC member nations are 
now allowed to 'bunt for sperm, 
fin, brydes’, minke and sei 
whales under a variety of res- 
trictions. But not for blue wha- 
les or humpback whales, which 
were overexploited in (he mid 
1960s. 

Members of international 
conservation organizations such 
as Greenpeace, Friends of the 
Earth and the Marina Action 
Center from the United States, 
Britain and Canada staged pro- 


tests, some of them spectacular 
'during the Tokyo meeting. 

An American member of 
Greenpeace unfurled a banner 
one third of the way up the 
333 meter high Tokyo Tower 
pleading with Japanese Prime 
Minister Masayoshi Ohira to 
save whales. 

Another anti-whale cam- 
paigner floated a big whale- 
shaped balloon in a former im- 
perial palace mast 
* During the London meeting, 
demonstrators screaming “bar- 
barians” poured red liquid over 
some Japanese delegates in the 
Conference hall. 

A film of the scene was 
shown on Japanese television, 

. which hardened feelings of 
many people in the country 
against anti- whaling campaign- 
ers. : 

Dr. Lee Talbot, director of 
conservation and special scien- 
tific advisor of the World Wild- 
life Fund based in Geneva, who 
attended the Tokyo meeting as 
an observer, said methods used, 
by the iWC Science Com- 
mittee to assess whale resour-: 
ces were unreliable. 

He said that so far the 
committee had retied on the 
dead bodies of caught whales 
In assessing resources and gett- 
ing information on the mam- 
mals. 

Continuation of whaling on- 
the present basis was simply, 
an extension of past history re-: 
suiting in the inexorable deple- 
tion of stocks. 

Dr. Talbot added that an 
ecological approach was neces- 
sary to study the behaviour and 
ecology of whales. — (R)

pressures of modem life m 
the U.S. are causing a drama- 
tic rise in the number of sui- 
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cades — especrafly among 
youth— -and the nation can’t 
seem to cope with k, an ex- 
pert in siridde research says. 

"We have failed miserably 
m preventing suicides m this 
country," said Dr. Marv Mil- 
ler, a consutant in sufektofo- 
gy who teaches a three-unit 
class at the University of Ga- 
■fifoiTBa, Irvine, He also tea- 
ches oil suicide at colleges in 
the San Diego area. 

MSler, 36, has a doctorate 
degree la gerontology bum 
the University of Michigan. 
His specialty i s auieadb am- 
ong the aged, and his book,. 
“Suicide After 60: The Final 
Alternative.’’ is scheduled for 
publication hi 1979. 

“In (he past 20 years, the 
suicide rate in the U.S. has 
more than doubted among 
certain groups,” he said. “The 
most noticeable increase is in 
the numbers of young people 
who are taking their own 
lives, especially women bet- 
ween the ages of 20 and 79. 
members of racial 1 minority 
groups and college students." 
Mailer said the prevalent 


theory is that youthful sui- 
odes stem from the pressure 
to succeecT Mott student ' sui- 
cides take place at prestigious 
institutions, schools which 
have the reputation for the 
stiffest entrance and gradua- 
tion requirements, he said. 

There is another theory that 
these same schools attract 
bigh-achaeving people whose 
"compulsive and perfeotiooht 
nature” predisposes than to 
suecide. 

“Young people who take 
(heir lives are perhaps a- more 
upsetting form of sukadte than 
any other " he contended. 

“There is a whole genera- 
tion of d&nuskxied young 
people who are comiog out of 
college all dressed up with 
- do place to go because, in 
main cities, the economy can- 
not provide the specialized 
jobs they were trained for. 

“As a society, we lave in- 
vetted a great deal In educa- 
ting and supporting these 
youths since they were born. 
The hope of society is that 
they would become produc- 
tive and pay back society." 

He estimated that a total of 
50.000 suicides take place m 
the United States each year. 

“The numbers are rising 
consistently," he said. and 


what bothers bhu as an ex- 
pert in the field: is that 1 ‘we’ve 
been fighting a losing battle 
rn preventing k.” 

A major reason for this, he 
said, is that suicide still is a 
taboo subject in American 
society. 

“The tragedy is that many 
families may have seen signs 
(of potential suicide victims) 
but chose to ignore them, per- 
haps in the hope tint the pro- 
blem would go away." 

He said the current method 
of trying to stem the increa- 
sing number of suicides 
through the use of crisis in- 
tervention centers is not ef- 
fective. 

Three-fourths of aU suicide 
victims give verbal or beha- 
vioral clues, MjHer said, and 
he suggests a nationwide pub- 
licity campaign to educate the 
general public to these dues — 
just as the American Cancer 
Society has attempted to edu- 
cate the public about the dan- 
ger signs of cancer. 

“We can greatly reduce the 
number of suicides by simply 
being aware of the behaviour 
of those dose to us, while 
they are stSU dose to us,” he 
said. 

The most obvious indicator 
of a possible suicide is a 


vious attempt, he said. Others 
are dramatic chances m fami- 
liar routines of eating, drink- 
ing or sleeping for no appa- 
rent reason. 

i Several tones, he said, be 
| has spotted potential suicides 
j enrolled in his classes, 
i “Many send a clear signal 
for help by making inordinate 
demands on ray time." lie 
said. “They want to discuss 
■persona] matters with me and 
after class and beyond my 
regular office hours. Thev 
make frequent, phone calls to 
my home, sometimes ai late 
hours. ’’ 

Miller said he tells such 
students his classes are not a 
substitute for therapy. The 
courses are designed to give 
background information on 
suicide and to help students 
recognize suicidal behaviour 
in others. 

Among the findings of sui- 
cide research are that men ac- 
tually kiB themselves three 
times as often as women, but 
that women attempt it (but 
don’t complete it) three times 
as often as men. Miller said. 

He declined to dfecuss the 
recent mass slayings at Jones- 
town in Guyana because, he 
said, “there isn’t yet enough 
definitive information to un- 


derstand what was going on 
dawn there. It would be foo- 
lish to say something prema- 
turely." 

In Miller's view, suicide 
among the elderly is one of 
society's saddest tragedies. 

“I feel society as a whole 
doesn't care if elderly people 
kill themselves, particularly in 
time* like these. There’s eco 
nontic pressure to get older 
people out of the work force 
The rationale is that if we can 
push men out of the work 
force, well provide more slots 
for young people,” he said.' 

MiUer said his doctoral dis- 
sertation was based on bis re- 
search into the deaths of 300 
white male suicide victims over 
the age of 60. 

To do that he spent several 
weeks haad-seaithng through. 
125,000 death certificates in 
Arizona (which has large re- 
tirement communities). 

Then he wrote letters to 
the widows, asking for inter- 
views. It proved a “delicate 
task" because most wouldn't 
have anything to do with him. 

“A lot of people were af- 
raid I would come in for a' 
serious interview and then wind 
up selling them aluminum 
siding." he said. — (LAT)

Soccer bodies clash on World Cup 


BERNE, Dec. 22 (AP) — 
The European Union of JFoot- 
baH Associations (UEFA) 
dashed Friday with the world 
soccer body. FIFA, over a 
proposal to increase the num- 
ber of countries taking part 
ic the Wortd Cup finals from 
16 to 24. 

Writing in the latest official 
UEFA bulletin. General Sec- 
retary Han Bangerter said tile 
idea of FIFA President Joao 
Havel ange to increase the 
number of World Cup te ams 
“does not correspond with die 
dema n ds” made by the va- 
rious European associations. 


“The overwhelming majo- 
rity of European associations 
has been of the opinion that 
the system of 16 finalists, as 
fixed in 1950, should be retain- 
ed.” Bangerter wrote. 

“The system envisaged by 
Dr. Havriange would go 
against the interests of the 
Euorpean associations.” 

Proportionate increase 
Bangerter added teat if 
FIFA does eventually decide 
to increase the number of 
teams competing in tee finals 
— beginning in Madrid in 
1982 — then UEFA would . 


ask for tee number of teams 
from Europe to be increased 
proportionately. 

“If tee total is raised from 
16 to 24, Europe wants at 
least 13." he said. Although 
there is no specified maximum, 
European teams normally oc- 
cupy eight or nine World Gup 
final places. In Argentina last 
summer, there were 10. 

The fired decision w h eth er 
or not to introduce the new 
system of 24 teams will be 
taken by the FIFA executive 
committee at its meeting in 
Zurich next May.

U.S. rejects 2nd plan 
to import Algerian gas 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 22 
(AF ) — The U.S, government’; 
energy department has denied 
a proposal to import large 
amounts of liquefied natural 
gas from Algeria through a 
planned terminal cm the Texas 
Gulf coast 

It was the second rejection 
of a major LNG import pro- 
ject by the department this 
week. Last Monday it turned, 
down plans to import Algerian 
gas by way of Canada. 

In the new decision. Hazel 
R. Rollins, deputy administra- 
tor of the department’s econo- 
mic regulatory administration, 
stated, “we again cannot con- 
clude that a long term commit- 
ment to an LNG project of 
this magnitude is now needed." 

El Paso Eastern Co., United 
.Gas Pipe Line Co., and relat- 
ed firms had proposed impor- 
ting 1 biHion cubic feet of na- 
tural gas a day, for 20 years, 
chilled into liquid form at 
some 260 degrees below zero 
fahrenheit and shipped across 
the Atlantic Ocean in refriga- 


rated tankers to proposed fa- 
cilities in Matagorda Bay on 
the Gulf of Mexico. 

The project's cost was esti- 
mated at more than 54. 5 bil- 
lion. 

At the terminal, the gas 
would have cost about S3.26 
per thousand cubic feet, al- 
most two-thirds more than 
the highest recent wellhead 
prices for gas produced in 
the United States. 

Last Monday, the same 
agency's administrator. David 
J. Bardin, rejected a proposal 
by Tenneco Atlantic Pipeline 
Co. for a S5 billion project - 
import, by pipeline, natural 
gas shipped in liquid form iO 
a pert in Canada. 

The latest rejection cited si- 
milar reasons, noting that na- 
tural gas supplies in the Unit- 
ed Stales now appear adequate 
to meet demand, and the na- 
tion has hopes of finding ad- 
ditional supplies at home or 
importing gas more conven- 
iently through overland pipe- 
lines from foriegn sources.

Development Bank approved 
Friday loans amounting to 
SI 05.3 million for various 
development projects in Nepal, 
Pakistan and Indonesia. It 
also authorized a technical as- 
sistance grant to Laos for 
Vientiane plain rural electrifi- 
cation project. The bank said 
an SI 1 million concessional 
loan will help Nepal finance 
the expansion of terminal faci- 
lities at Tribhuvan Internatio- 
nal Airport in Kathmandu. 


The loan is for 40 years, in- 
cluding a grace period of 10 
years, with a service charge of 
one per cent.
